Figure errors are corrected on optical or other precision surfaces by 
changing the local density of material in a zone at or near the surface. Optical 
surface height is correlated with the localized density of the material within the 
same region. A change in the height of the optical surface can then be caused by 
a change in the localized density of the material at or near the surface.
